ers I If the now voters knew their inter- 
o.'ita, and if tbo liberal.^ are returned in 
great power to tlie now parliament, two 
■ things will have a chance of beint; done. 
The land laws will bo reformed, and much 
of them reformed out of existence. In 
past tinioa and now our land laws have 
boon framed to proloiit the great eatalos 
of great f, unities. (Iroat estates lead to 
great farms, and groat farms lead to the 
result that it is almost impossible for farm 
laborers to becomo fannors; ami thus the 
path of tho iiitelligont and hard-working 
laborer to an improved position and con- 
dition for tiim^i'lf and family is barred 
and Mucked. Pho liiilding of great es- 
tates inuliT emails and sottleiiients, ofleii 
heavily moi-ti;;ii,'e(l and burdened, makes 
it impossible for lluMii to bo well culti- 
viito'd, and thus the demand for labor is 
■. lessened, and a bettor rate of wages 
is prevented. This whole system of 
land laws must bo broken down, and 
the no»v and great reform will do little 
if it docs not, 1,'e.t rid as far as 
poRS'ble of llie mi^ellief of tllo |iaat . The 
g.imo laws, too, \s \\\ come under i-evisidi. 
Parliament may accept the principle Lliat 
the creatures which live ou and from the 
land are tho property, if there bo any 
property in them, of tho farmer at whoso 
cost and by whose l.ibor the farm is cul- 
tivated. Wlien this prineiplo is admitted 
in our law thoii what is called "[ircserva- 
tion of game" may cease, nuirdorotis con- 
.Hicta on game proiorves may no longer be 
known, and laliorerd may uot have before 
Iheiii an nlmiist cmistant and irresistible 
temptation to become poachers and bre^ik- 
i>rs of tlie law. If tllo new voters will 
help the liberal parly, tho liberal l.iiid- 
owners, the liberal farmers, tlie liberal 
shopkeepers and tradesmen in the towns 
and villages of tiio counties and county 
divisirns, wo may son much good done by 
' a iiiiw parliament. If what I have writton 
shall give informatimi or useful counsel, 1 
; fihall be glad. I have for more than forty 
years eiule;n'ored to press forw;ird in the 
country and in parliament the changes to 
which I have referred. They have all, so 
far as they have been etl'ected, in my view 
beeu of gtoat.Hervtctt tu the euunlry. Tho 
period of reform is not yet ended. It 

• will real in no small degree with tho good 
. Bonao of tho now cunatituency, combined 

• with what is intelligent, and just in tho 
old'hody of electors, whether, as on the 
two past occasions, in l.Sli'J and in iSG7, a 
large measure of electoral reform shall be 

..fullojved by great measures of improvo- 
nient in the legislation of our country, 
rorhajis I Inive written at too groat length, 
but if so you will fori^ivo mo, as the sub- 
ject is too grave to he treated ill a para- 
graph."

the Pacitic province are Batistiud to leave 
tho que.stioii to settle itself, or are opposed 
to anti-Chinese leirialation. At about the 
same date when ttie report was setting 
out tliost.' "facts" in Cttawa, tho people 
of liritish (Columbia, IIm-oiimIi ihuir legi.i- 
lativti ri!|)rosenlalivos, wore enacting a 
bill prohibiting Chinoao immigration. 
British Columbia's anti-Chiueae Aot will 
of course be disallowed. What are tho 
assert ions of the peo[>lo of a province iis 
compared with the statinnenta of a gov- 
ernment commission / Wo shall be told as 
H(!renely and as confidently as though ir 
were not palpably f/ilse, that liritish Co- 
lumbia la in love with the Chinese, and 
that only a few demagogues are opposed 
to tliem. Wo say that wo have just as 
niueli right, as a !ie(i|ilo, to I'xeludo 
foreigners, no matter who they may be, 
from our eounlry as we have as individuals 
to e.tclndo strangers from our houses. 
The fact that many of iho most highly 

•civilised iiation.s 8[iocially, by pass|)ort, 
authorising .strangers to enter their ter 
ritory shows that thoy claim tho right 
to withlitdil that pcuaiiissiou wheiuiver 

.they .'iee Ht. I iii I'i national law reoognixus 
that rnilit. England, secure in her in 
aular posiiooi, has not found it lo-jeisary 
to e.xerciao it. Tho United States iiivil- 

. iug the world to aharo in their country 
have disregarded it, although even they 
havH made an uxception in the case of 
Chinese. It is shi'i^r iionsonse, therefore, 
to altemjit lo mainlain that Canada woiilt+ 
not be jiistilieii in e.xelndiiig tho ChineK<i 
if alio ^aw 111, aiidj tho liritish gov- 
ernuKUit did not ubjeet. It is entirely' a 
question of e.tpodioncy. If tho Chinese 
are benefiting us they should be oneoiir- 
aged to come. If they are doing nnliarm, 
thi^y slicMild not bo interfered with. If 
they aro inj'iriii!4 ih, they should bo ex - 
cluded. The testimony of those who 
should know beat is to the effect that they 
are injuring us. The people of British 
Columbia havu a.s8crtod this through their 
legislature. The question, then, is whether 
tho federal government should bo allowed 
to di.-<rei;ard tho evidence and fru.'itrate 
the wishes of a [irovinee in Biioh a matter. 
Let it not ho forgotten, however, that 
Canadians have as much right to exclude 
Chinese from thidr country, as an indi- 
vidual Canadian has to lock tho door of 
his house in the face of an individual 
Chinaman.

Students who board are 
of course alill unenfruiiohisod, but that is 
only temporary, for as soon as they beoiii 
to ear!i money or oeeiipy separate lioiis<>s 
they are entitled to vote. The nio.-<l im- 
portant result of the new bill is that ii 
does away with non-resident voting. In 
tho past men who had property in diflor- 
out coiLStitiioncies could vote four or five 
times, and in many cases small patches of 
land were held tor no other purpose.

An auuular ecli])se is 
caused by llie iiiooii passing between iis 
and tho sun, al Kiich a distaucn from Un 
that tbo shadow of the uiuou is not larf.;e 
enough tu eovor the wliole face of the snu 
but leaves n complete ring of anuligUt 
around it, that is in the "path of tho au- 
uular" as it is eiilled. This path in the 
present eclipse lay eoUBidorably south of 
us.

Idaho, and Montana, thence into t'liua.la 
whore in liititudo .'ill', deg. north ')\y, 
deg. west it was central at noon; Ibeiico 
over Hudson's Hay, Hatliu's l>ay and Greuii- 
laiid to liititade 71 deg. north, longitude !.'> 
west, where at sunset it loft tlio earth. 

A total eclipse of tho sun is caused by 
tbo moon iiitercepliiig tho light of tho suu 
when pnssiiii; very close to the earth.

services rendered therefor to the state,

, iiities, . anil oneourai,'emi;iits to art, 
science nn<l literature," over .'SlOiOOO, 
000. To this iiiUHt bo added various 
allocatioDs on "the privy purse," a 
special fund reserved by the emperor 
for his personal use. Under this head 
abuul .^JOO.OUO were diatributiid an- 
nually by i\l. Tliclin, f'tiio keeper of 
the privy piii-.-,e." Tlien Liicro were 
otiiers distributions of a similar char- 
acter to. Pttfsigny one of the conspir a- 
tors of the cou|) d'etat, when ho was 
Jiliiiisler of t,lie Interior, iiialcing alto- 
j^'(!tlu!r, tin; coniMiihision eatimati^, about;
